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PREFACE. 



fHIS second and con«lading Volome of the 
records of the parish of Holy Gross requires a 
few words of explanation. The whole of the 
first Volume and abont one half of the second 
originally appeared in the Canterbury Pi'ets, and the 
sheets which make np the work were printed before 
the type was distributed. This will account for 
certain small discrepancies which occur in conse- 
quence of information falling into my hands after 
the sheets had been struck off. This will also 
account for the absence of an explanatory note here 
and there. For instance : In the St. Peter's Accounts 
(P 2) mention is made of *< Miltau in Comland,'' by 
which is meant, I presume, Mittau in Gourland, ** a 
town in European Russia, and the capital of the 
Gk>y6niment of Gourland. Here is a Gatholic, a 
Galvinist and two Lutheran churches." (Edinburgh 
Gazetteer, Ed. 1882, s. v. Mittau.) Again, on p. 
50, Vol. II., the entry ''Paid Knight for ye bell, 
should have had a note explaining that Samuel 
Knight of London was meant. For this informaUon 
I am indebted to J. G. L. Stahlschmidt, Esqr., who 
adds, " he was a remarkably good bell founder, and 
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it is ourious that one of his works should need 
recasting within ten jears. It can hardly have had 
fair play." To Mr. Stahlsohmidt I am also indebted 
for the following very valuable note on onr Church 
bells:— 

** Holy Croat, Canterbury. 
** In 1552 the inventory of Church goods recorded 
that there were here ** Item iiij bells and a wagerell 
bell in the steple.*'. The Wagerell or « Sanctus *' 
Bell being small probably soon disappeared, but the 
number of large bells probably remained at four 
until the year 1730, when another, cast by Samuel 
Knight, was added, making the number five. 
Knight's bell was re -placed, or recast, in 1739. The 
five bells are inscribed as follows : —

Nos. 3 and 5 have also a medallion with three 
bells upon it— the foundry stamp of the Hatches. 
Their foundry which was at Ulcombe was carried on 
by three successive members of the same family — 
.Thomas, Joseph and William . Their bells are found 
in abundance all over Kent — there are also a few in 
Sussex. The initials on Nos. 2, 3 and 5 are doubt- 
less those of Churchwardens. No. 4 is an exceed- 
ingly rare specimen. The inscription is in large 
handsome Gothic Capitals, each letter being crowned, 
as is also the initial Cross and the <* Stop " between 
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iii. 

each word. The maker, whose name it bears, 
flourished during the latter half of the Uth Oentorr, 
but where is unknown. London and Maidstone 
both claim him. He was certainly buried in All 
Saint's Church, Maidstone. Only two other bells 
of his are linown to exist — one at Snave in 
Bomney Marsh, the other at Chiselborough, Somer- 
set. We learn however from the Surrenden M.S.S. 
that there was also one by him at the Church of St. 
Mary in Dover Castle, the gift of Sir Robert Astone 
in 1381, which was still hanging there in 1630, 
when Sir Edward Dering mado his notes." 

Holy Cross Church was built by Archbishop 
Sudbury who was murdered by the followers of 
Wat Tyler in 1381. It is, therefore, most likely 
that Stephen Nortono's bell was cast for the new 
church. Like the fine West Gate outside the church 
and the font inside, it has survived all the changes 
of over five hundred years. About the '' Wagerell 
Bell,'* or **Wakerell Bell," as it is frequently 
called, I can only say there was one at Cbartham> 
one at Sandwich, one at St. Dunstau's, and one, given 
in 1584, at East Bridge Hospital*. The word itself 
I have not found in any dictionary to which I have 
had access. 

The List of Proper Names found in our Parish 
Registers will, I hope, prove useful as well as 
interesting. Any one consulting it can tell at a 
glance whether a particular name occurs in these 
Registers, and the year in which it first appears. A

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second, but shorter list, will be found in the Index 
following the General Index ; while a third Index 
gives the names of places mentioned in our Parish 
Books : it shows how extensive the commnnioations 
of onr little community were with the outer world. 
For the idea of compiling the Lists of Vicars of 
Holy Gross and Rectors of St. Peter's I am indebted 
to His Grace the Archbishop of Ganterbnry, who 
has placed a list of his predecessors in the See in 
Lambeth Ghapel. A List of the Vicars of Holy 
Gross has been put up in the Ghureh, an example 
which will, I trust, be followed by the adjoining 
parishes of St. Peter and St. Dunstan. In the 
compilation of these three lists I have received 
invaluable assistance from S. W. Kershaw, Esq., of 
the Lambeth Palace Library, whose readiness to 
render assistance in all researches deserves the 
warmest thanks of all students, and whose efforts to 
obtain for the Arohiepisoopal Library a copy of every 
published work relating to the Diocese of Ganter- 
bnry or to the Gounty of Kent are worthy of all 
support.

OYERSEERS' ACCOUNTS 

OF 

HOLY CROSS, WESTGATE, 

OANTBRBURY. 

JHE resalts of my exaoiioatioii of the Records 
of the Parish of Holy Grose from the year 
1642 to the year 1719 haTO already heen 
pahlished. I have continaed the examination 
to the year 1760, bat the extracts from the Pluiili 
Books during these last forty years most of necessity 
be fewer in namber, though they will not, I trust, 
be foand less interesting, than those already giren. 
It wiU, perhaps, be more oonTenient if I ditide 
these forty years into four periods of ten years 
each. 

At the beginning of the first period (1719-29) a 
new class of persons appear on onr Bate books : 
sometimes they appear styled " Satifioate peoppell,** 
and at other times they appear as '* Sir Tifioate,*' 
people ; by whom are to be understood such persons 
as came from other parishes to reside in Holy Cross, 
bringing with them a eertifieate from the officers of

the parish whence they oame, holding the said 
parish responsible for any charges which might he 
incurred bj H0I7 Gross on account of the newcomers. 
Numbers of these certificates are in existence but it 
is unnecessary to copy them : I need only say they 
were required under the proyisions of the Act 8 & 9 
WilUam HI. Chapt. 30. 

Among the payments made during this first 
period were these : To one Barate " for going to ye 
hy wayes 4 dayes, 2s. 8d." for " 3 Blanck Sir 
Tificats," 3d : to ** St. dunstans Glarck for Nell and 
gprave and Min Nesters fees," 78. 4d. This last 
expense was incurred in burying a poor woman 
*' oute of Mr. Chiles out hous.*' A little later on 
Mr. Ghilds* name again occurs ; thus— for burying a 
Child and Woman out of Childs hog sty/' 3s. To 
this item the overseer added ** Mr. deane pd it for 
Me," a remark which is explained by the fact that 
Mr. Deane was one of those good . men who relieyed 
urgent cases without waiting until he could set the 
parochial machinery in motion : he relieved the poor, 
and made necessary payments, and then applied to 
the Overseer for any sums so expended. His name 
frequently occurs in this manner. 

Just before the first appearance of the Poor House 
in our accounts—it is first mentioned on the fourth of 
January 1719,20— a poor man received two-pence 
to go out of the parish, and immediately afterwards 
<< a great belyed wooman " was paid two shillings 
for the same purpose. Goody ArNell received 
3s. 9d. *<for 4 Trusses for har to ohilldren" and a 
little later on she had another " trouss " which cost

a shilling. Bj truss here I understand the surgical 
appliance still known bj that name. One day the 
furniture belonging to two widows was carried off 
because their rates were unpaid. In one of these 
cases the g^od Mr. Deane was present, and we can 
see how he felt over the business, for he gave the 
poor woman a shilling '* to surport har in Bread.'* 
An illustration of the value of household furniture 
at this time is supplied by the following statement 
made by John Quested : 
Laid oute one Mrs. davis in ye yeare 
That I was over scare for har Mainte 
Nance Kine pound Ten shillings and 
E Leaven pence | Wheare of I sould as 
Much good as Came to five pounds and 
Becd in Money 1:4:0: so Bemaines du 
from Will davis to ye parish in My yeare 
besides W hat was due bef oreThree pounds 
six shillings & E Leaven pence halfpeny 0396 11: }

The statement might have been more clearly 
expressed, but it is perfectly correct. 

When Lactantius Bayner and Samuel Gk>ulden 
were in ofSce economy was the order of the day in 
such matters as ** paid a garle for a payer of secind 
hand shose," one shilling ; but this cutting down 
of expenses did not extend to Doctor Peters, who 
received 10s., for curing an arm, and £3 10s. Od. 
for curing a leg. A load of stones, for what purpose 
is not stated, cost 4s. ; a load of sand Is. 6d. The 
next two items must be g^ven in full for the sake of 
showing how proper names became changed.

Of course St. Alphage is meant in both cases. At 
this time Mr. Pilcher supplied the parish with 
"nebels" and ♦•turfs," or '*tofs," aloadof nebelsand 
500 turfs costing Ss. 4d. At this time the phrase **a 
parish oofBn " first occurs. It has grown familiar 
enough since then and suggests cheapness, and 
perhaps I may say, meanness. In our books its 
cost is the same as the cost of those which are men- 
tioned without the prefix parish. Then, too, 
daughters did not look after their old mothers with- 
out payment, one <'groody" receiving two shillings 
a week for this purpose. Charles Blogg received 
10s. 8d. '* for mending the windows att the Old 
Bakhouse," and the parish paid ♦< for two hors 
highers ** and other expenses to Stone to arrest the 
lather of a child bom in Crocker-lane. At the 
same time Mr. Fisher, who made the parish coffins, 
received eight shillings '*fora Beage Coffin" for 
Goodman Tuckwell : probably a ridge coffin, such 
as are often seen on the Continent in our own days. 

In 1724 another poor house was hired :

These entries may be regarded as fixing the date 
of the establishment of the first permanent w<»rk-> 
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house in our parish. Among those who signed the 
book on this oooasion Bichard Gh>alden's name of 
oonrse appears. He was rarelj absent from the 
yestry when anj important matter was to be 
settled. Haying hired the house it had to \m 
fnmi^ed ; but before the furniture was bought, the 
Oyerseers ** paid Mr. Brissenden 4 shillens wioh he 
disburst at ye wipin ye trauellen pipell ; '' but why 
they were whipped or who whipped them, we are 
not told. 

The furnishing of the poor house began on the 
seoond of Ootober, and lasted oyer two months. 
The items are those which follow : —

Twelve persons, whose names are given — poor 
" blind Jenney " was one of the twelve — were re- 
moved into the house, where Thomas Humphry and 
William Friend supplied them with necessaries at 
an average outlay of £1 2s. 8d. per week. In 1725 
the parish begaa to receive payments for the ** work 
don in the house." The total income for the year 
was, according to the accounts, twenty-eight penee, 
or a fraction over one halfpenny a week ! More small 
coal was boughc at six- pence a sack, and ** A Col 
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box" was proTided at a cost of Is. 3d., while ''A 
lok and seten one " cost the same sum. 

Oat*relief was still granted in certain oases, and 
some of those who '* went into residence '* soon came 
oat again, probably becanse thej did not relish the 
restraint ; it could hardly be on account of the work 
they had to do. 

No mention is made of Surveyors of highways in 
these accounts until 1725, although the Act 
authorising their appointment was passed - in 14 
Charles II (1662-3. The surveyors now first named 
were John Quested and John Strouts, who received 
moneys from the Overseers towards mending'* ye 
hoy ways." « 

It is necessary here to make a few extracts from 
the payments made to the poor :

Among the items given above it will be observed 
that the pareon and clerk reoeived tithes for the 
workhouse, the Minister's tithe amounting to eight 
shillings and the Clerk's to sixteen pence a year. 
That there is no mistake in this statement the 
following will show :

It is a sad fact that, while the workhouse was so 
near, the hog sty was so frequently tenanted by the 
poor who were probably strangers. In addition to 
the instances already cited, the next two are 
entered under the same date, Novr. 17, 1727 : 

Gkive to a poor woman in the hog sty 1 

for a Coffen for a man dyed iu the hogg sty 6 
It seems clear that there was some rough work (or 
perhaps amusement) going on at the workhouse. 
Six hasps hare been provided, as we have seen ; then 
mending the windows cost 3s. 8d; mending the 
workhouse doer, threepence ; ** a ride for ye worke 
house door," threepence; and a ** Hooke for " the 
same door, twopence. The idea of a General Work- 
house seems to have beea suggested at this time, for 
our overseers ** Spent att a meattiog on Acccount of 
a generall worke house " Ss. 9d. That important 
parish officer, the borsholder, is only mentioned once 
— << On ye bos holder seseing of goods & other 
bussness " the sum of 2s. 9d. was spent. **A double 
letter from Lincoln" cost Is. 2id.; Sir Bobert 
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Fnrness paid £6 on aooonnt of wood money ; Gkiody 
Mattook*8 shift was ** ledeamd ** for half -a* crown ; 
** A old hand Ketoher, too Niokdoaths and soape 
to wash there skirts " (I do not give the family 
name) cost seven -penoe halfpenny, and '*a old 
blanket," eighteenpenoe. This old blanket was 
bought for a man who died soon afterwards, and 
was bnried with more than osual honours, for the 
overseers paid 48. for ''bricks and paving his grave," 
and Is. 6d. for '* Tobaooe and Pippis at his Baril." 
The following items are not without interest :

The several entries for Bark— Jesuits* Bark or 
Peruvian Bark — will not escape observation. These 
entries Fhow that this sovereign cure for ague had 
found its way to Holy Cross parish. 

I now enter upon the period embraced between 
the. years 1730 and 1740. The entries during this 
period are very numerous, but the greater number 
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are of the same natare as those previously given. 
Faneral expenses, law expenses, medical attendance, 
tithes, taxes, rent, clothing, shallowed up most of 
the mouey oontrihuted by the ratepayers. *' Half a 
pound of wool to sock old Willkins " cost ninepenoe ; 
but beer at the man's funeral cost four shillings. 
Mrs. Bams and her child were moved into Gloster- 
ehire at an expense of £4 18s. Od. ; '* the man that 
died in the Gowpens " was buried as usual at the 
parish expense ; ''for Oiireing of Ben Vimark of the 
Bumitisen " somebody received a shilling. " The 
bill of charges for Elizabeth Delycroys maridg'* 
amounted to £2 19s. 6d., and the overseers, to 
make it even money, *' spent at the same time 6d." 
St. Duustan's parish is ofteu mentioned during 
these ten years. Thus, a meeting with S. Dunstan's 
parishioners about the Market house cost 66. ; at 
another meeting about the workhouse, the share of 
the expenses contributed by Holy Gross was 3s. 1^., 
but the next meeting cost the parish only sixpence. 
Eventually I imagine a joint workhouse was agpreed 
upon, and certain entries would seem to imply that 
St. Stephen's was included in the arrangement ; but 
the items are too fragfmentary to enable me to say 
decidedly. In February, 1740 (New Style) a Master 
was chosen by the two parishes : thus 
Spent with S. Dunstans parish in Ghusing a 

master of the workhous (Feb. 23) 6 

Spent with St Dunstans parish for Ghuseing 

a master of the workhouse (same day) ..018 
Spent with S. Dunston on a Gount of the 

master of the work house (March 1) . . . . 1 10} 
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A reference to the parish books of S. Donstan's 
and St. Stephen's would probably throw more light 
on this question. 

The overseers of the period of which I am now 
writing were not famous for their scholarship. An 
amusing instance of how they were puzzled occurs 
in connection with the family of Whimark, Vimark, 
Wimoth, Withouth, Whimouth, Waymoth, With- 
mouth, Wymuok, or Wymark. At one time,. 
Reynold Wymark was on the parish, sick ; Reynold's 
wife was also on the parish, and she was sick : then 
there was a Widow Wymark, and she was in receipt 
of relief. With these three, and the numerous ways 
of spelling the name, our overseers were sorely be- 
wildered, and frequently entered " To the Widow 
Reynold Wymark's wife " so much ! Poor Reynold 
died, and ** for the Coffin Wooll Bear and Tobacco 
forBuring'* him, the pariah paid 98. 6d. Thanks 
to the '* nussing " of Mary Mitchel, Reynold's 
widow recovered, and was provided with a pair of 
pattens at a cost of one shilling. The proper spell- 
ing of proper names was not the only difficulty. I 
have already mentioned the word certificate ; but I 
oannot forbear giving two more examples of this 
word : Sartichieheet and Surtichifieh. Another in- 
stance of faulty orthography occurs in 'reference to 
Jos. Anslow. ** To goe to Foulston '* he received 
8s. 4d. ; ** to go to Macherell fair" on the 9th May, 
he received a shilling. Foulston for Folkstone is 
dear enough ; but what about ^* Maoherell f air " P 
The Gowpens we have already seen named; probably 
the same place is intended by the pens ; thus *'a lam 
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fellow in ye pens ' * received a shilling:, and soon 
afterwards sixpence was spent *' for lying forth the 
yonng man in the peens.* ' At the same time a man, 
apparently a stranger, ''died in the Stare yard.*' 
A Tery sad story is told of one Will Jener. The 
daily payments on his account extend from Sep. 
18th. when Widow Wymark nndertook to nurse 
him, until October 7th when be was ''laid forth.*' 
Linen was bought for him, straw and a blanket 
were provided ; a man was paid to sit up during the 
nights with him« but they were of little avail. The 
blanket and straw and linen (the three cost only 
2s. 8d.) which were brought to him seem to shew 
that he was very poor and that his heme lacked 
the comforts which those of his neighbours possessed. 
Tet Will Jenner was never in receipt of parish relief 
until his mortal sickness attacked him and carried 
him off. 

Here I may dismiss one of the Widows Wy- 
mark :

Adam Williamson snbmitted quietly, bat 
the strong arm of the law was required to bring 
Josei^ Hall to the Altar :

So we see the Clerk's fee at a parish wedding was 
half-a* crown. The Clerk also received for ''his 
Quartridges" ninepenoe; but whether this repre- 
sented his salary I am unable to say. 

A few more prices oame in here. Two yards of 
doth to mend a bed and bolster in the workhouse 
ooet Is. 9d: three yards of linen ooet Is. 6d; ''A 
bundel of stray," 3d. ; a pair of sheets and a blanket 
78. Od. ; a shirt, 2s. 6d. ; a pair of stockings, 2s. Od. 
** Soalen and hel pesen of Thomas wimuck shons," 
cost Is. 6d., and a *'a Payer of Gloves for Thomas 
Why mack " cost tenpence. 

Joseph Hall soems to have been married somewhat 
against his will. The next parish wedding has a 
business look about it and did not, I fear, prove 
very profitable to the parish. Here are the items:

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Hopping Jack soon disappeared, bnt whether he 
went back to his native Lincolnshire or whether he 
died oar books do not saj ; we onlj know that fear 
jears later Goody Pikceaye (for that was Jack's 
name according to the Register of Marriages) became 
chargeable to the parish, and received two shillings 
a veek for her support. Another marriage brought 
about bj the parish at this time was that of Awn 
Fulkes, the charges for which came to the 
respectable sum of £4 16s. 9d. Ann was married bj 
licence to *' James Manlej of Darkin Widower," 
4uid no doubt it was supposed the parish had got rid 
of one who was more costly than creditable. But it 
was not so ; for soon we read of a meeting with St. 
Dunstans *' on a Count of Removing Ann Fulks," 
and then Ann was removed to Dorking ; the meeting 
and the removing costing £1 7s. 8d. Her husband 
no doubt had deserted her, and she was sent after 
him. But it was of no avail, for she soon came 
back to her native parish and was long known to the 
books as Ann Fulks. «

From these receipts it is clear the Parish received 
for rents due in 1736 the goodly sum of dB23 4s. Od. 
the amount received from George White looks like 
the rent for the house at Whitstable (see vol. 1. 
p. 100) ; the wood money is perfectly dear, and so 
is the rent for the churchyard, though why the 
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Vicar yielded this I am not Hure, unless it was a 
survival of the arrangetnent entered into in 1698 
(see vol. 1. p. 112) ; Daniel Parker's rent, amount- 
ing to £8 Us. Od. I cannot explain. In 1738 he 
paid six pounds for a year's rent. 

The payments made to support the poor in the 
Workhouse are generally entered monthly, but no 
details are given. The usual form of entry being 
** Paid to Mr. Piloher,' ' for instance, for the youse 
of the Work-hous. £5 188. 6d. In 1737-8 the 
smallest monthly payment, £2 178. 2id. was made 
in April ; the largest, £7 6s. Id. was made in 
December. The whole year's payments amounted 
to £64 18s. 2^. To this sum we have to add, Bent 
£6 4s. 0. ; King's tax sixteen shillings, and tithes 
98. 4d. or a total outlay of £72 7s. 6Jd. In the 
middle of the accounts for this same year, I find 
inserted '^A List of the Burials within the said 
parish for the year past from Easter 1737 to Easter 
1738, for which Certificates of their having been 
buried in woollen has been brought me as the Act 
directs." The list is signed by '• Tho : Buttonshaw 
Vioar." In the list occur the names of ** Thomas 
Welchman a Strouler ; " ** Ann Wife efBichard 
Winham a Strouler;" and Elizabeth Eldred 
Widow out of Sheaf's Gbal." In the same year 
also the public house previously known as the 
<< Barley Mow" became known as **The three 
Queues ; " of which the readers of Mr. Hotten's 
History of Sign Boards may make a note. Who 
were the <* Three Queens" thus celebrated it is 
difficult to guess. 
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The spelling daring this period was at times sa 
extraordinary that it calls for special mention: 
" spent weng to ye gestes with ye wedo shonfiler," 
is a fair specimen. Subpoena became *' sepiny " 
and •* spiney ; " tithe was curtailed to " tih ; " 
distraining to ** straiug ; " and monthly meeting is 
transformed into ** Month Lemeten.*' But the 
greatest changes of all occur, perhaps, in the writing 
of proper names. Thus "Grezow" became 
"Grayshow," and •* Keats," Oatp;" while the 
name Outfield became successiyely 01dfield,Lowfield, 
Lofell, Lovell, Lowell. 

The next period extends from 1740 to 1760. One 
of the earliest items in this period is a payment of 
fonrpence ** for old Gill Shaving " followed at 
intervals by entries of a similar nature. By com- 
paring these entries I find it was the custom to shave 
''old Gill" once in three weeks, and that the 
amount for each shave was a penny. ''A Bed 
Stetel" for one poor man cost 28. 6d. ; a ** payer 
of Bellas for ann Fulks" cost fonrpence; ''heel 
peacing of Mrs.— 's Shose*'co0t threepence ; for a load 
of wood Mr. Homasham was paid 12s. ; "a sheep 
head for Wymark*' was bought for eightpence. 
After these follows another wedding story, the name 
of the bridegroom being omitted, an omission which 
the Marriage Begister does not supply. The details 
are:

This marriage cost the parish £6 6s. 0d« The

One poor woman and her child were had ** before 
the Justice in Christ Church Yard at the Coffee 
house," after which the child was carried to St. 
Stephen's parish, the carrying costing 58. The old lady 
whose shoes were **heel peased" a little while ago, 
now leceiyed a pair of clogs at a cost of Is. ; Mr. 
Audley had a spade, which cost 2s. 2d. ; making a 
gown cost Is. The Overseers gave <* Eliz : Cadman 
for leaving the workhouse," 2s. and they paid a like 
sum **for puting Ann Fnlks to Qoale." The next 
few entries must be given as they stand, if only to 
show the standard of learning sometimes attained by 
parish officers :

In 1743 the rent of the Workhouse was paid to 
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Mr. Lee Warly for the nse of Mrs. Mary Warly. 
Lee Warly's original receipt is still pinned to a leaf 
of the book. The Fremoults were connected with 
this parish and St. Peter's for many years, but they 
do not seem to have held o£Sce very frequently. 
But at the period of which I am now writing Jameft 
Fremoult was made overseer, and kept the book for 
six months, at the end of which time he handed it 
oyer to his brother overseer, Ed. Harnett, who 
wrote in it ** the 18-1743 Reed of gemey femolt 
the sum seuen pound on shilling on five pence with 
the boock £7 Is. 5d. Becd by me Ed. Harnett." I 
have no doubt James Fremoult was popularly known 
in the parish as ** Jemmy " perhaps " Old Jemmy 
Fremoult." but with this precious entry made by 
Harnett he was not at all satisfied, for he wrote 
underneath it : *' the above sum Becd : of mee James 
Fremoult." As Ed. Harnett began his term of 
office with a memorandum it was but fitting that 
another memo should close it. Here it is: << mem- 
orandum at tbevesteryhowlden the day above written 
(April 3, 1744) it was forgot to mentioion the two 
years rent which Mr: Harnett Becd : of Mr: Burch 
whis is two pound due at Ohrismas Last and allso- 
forgot 2s. for writeing a sess and eleven pence spent 
when he received the money of Mr : Burch so that 
there remains due to the parish one pound throe 
shillings and eight pence witness our hands Bichd 
stains Nicholas Bayner 01-03-08." The rent 
received of Mr. Burch was for the churchyard. 

Stains and Bayner were not always very clear in 
entering their **Dis Bustments," but when their 
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method is underistood we get on pretty well. 
<<Ezpence when took the Book 0282," means that 
they spent 2s. SJd. when the hook was received ; 
and *< menden of gray shoes 003.0," that the mending 
of Gray*s shoes cost threepence. Bat they met with 
a rebuff when they went before the Justices to get a 
.jrate confirmed, for there was a doubt as to whether 
the rate in question had been published in the church. 
The following declaration got them out of their 
difficulty : ** I William Twyman Declare That Ithe rd 
a Poore sess Dolard in The Church." A few pay- 
ments onacoount of the Workhouse or to the poor 
must be given here :

Bayner was more liberal in meat than in raiment :

on olothes he spent 13s. 9d ; thas :

In coffins he was generoas, for he paid nine 
shillings each for them; the highest price given 
hitherto. For <<4 slapLes " he paid fonrpenoe. 
''for worckhonse Look and stapel Is. 6d ; " and for 
" petter croy sheard 4s. 6d." 

During the half-year that Stains kept the acconnts 
he tells us, with a hrevity that is delightful that he 
« Dis Bust in al £54 lis. 7d." Between Oct. 9 and 
April 26 Bayner expended a trifle over £64. His 
extraordinary dishursements were very few compared 
with those of his predecessors in office, but the 
recipients of out-reliof were, during the whole year, 
more numerous than usual. In July they numbered 
twenty, receiving sums varying from sixpence to two 
shillings each weekly ; in December there were 
eighteen, the lowest payment being sixpence, the 
highest three shillings. Under Stains twenty 
persons received £1 8s. 8d. ; under Kayner eighteea 
received £1 13s. 6d. 

The accounts for 1745*6 are altogether missing and 
of 1747 only a fragment remains. But from this I 
learn that no less than one hundred and forty 
messuages and tenements, besides fifteen landholders, 
were rated to the relief of the poor. All the land- 
holders paid, but thirty -five of the others seem to 
have been defaulters. Among the ** Inoedeantss,*' 
as the incidental expenses are called, I find ** ye 
Stocks," cost a guinea ; ** Suipen of the work hoes 
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Chimby," eightpenoe; ** a Lock for An waymaok 
Ghambr," a shilling; ** Towards menden the 
Bridge beside the Worke House," a shilling ; " to 
Clean the work house mop and pail and money U> 
em," three shilliogd and sixpence ; <* an Iron barre 
for the Gaper at the workhpuse," sixpence; **to 
get.margaret Oolens gpown shift and handkerchief 
ontof pnnn,'* seven shillings and sixpence." At 
the same time she received eighteenpence ''to Subsist 
her to woytown (Wye)," while Mary Clark re- 
ceived ** to Subsist her to dymchuroh " four shill- 
ings. 

In 1748 eight rates were levied from May to April 
inclusive, the total amount raised being £189 19. 3. 
At Easter, 1749, the property in the parish was re- 
yalued, and the rateable value very materially in- 
creased. To show this I need only give what are 
called the Land Bents for March,before the revalua- 
tion, and for April, after it.

The new assessment was agreed to by a larger 
number of rate payers in vestry assembled than 
usual; the book being signed by Ban. Brissenden and 
Jno. Deane, Church Wardens; John Eisher, and 
Matthew Chandler, Overseers ; and by John 
PUcher, John Claris, James Fremoult, Thos. 
Humfris, Jno. Dudlow, Thos. Strouts, Edwd. Rose 
Bobert Homersham, Norton Jarman, and Danl. 
Lemoine. 

Among other names on the list of ratepayers for 
this year, I filnd the following: James Martain, 
Anthony Bentoot, Widow Beechum, John Lonoy, 
Peter Beboshee, Bishard Allderedge, Sol : Focate, 
John Cam, Widow Divine, Jude Amis, Widow 
Millen, Peter Seguin, James Conno, John Parquet, 
Anthony Oaron, Wm.

Many of these names have disappeared, not only 
from the parish of Holy Oross, but from the City of 
Canterbury itself ; but before they departed they 
nnderweot some strange transformations.

In 1767 I first notice that *• the Great Church" 
was rated to the relief of our poor. The full rental 
of the property on which the rate was made was two 
pounds ten shillings ; the amount of the rate was 
half -a- crown. Mixed up with the moneys received 
quarterly from Mrs. Hawley are certain sums re- 
ceived from a Mr. Turner for the support of certain 
people ; mysterious entries they appear, until I come 
to one which connects them with the Q-reat Church, 
which runs as under :

Here I must bring to a close all I have to say^ 
respecdng the incoming^ and outgoings of our little 
Parish during the period extendinsr from the year 
1642 to 1760. But before I pass on to the Church- 
wardens* Accounts I would remark : 

(i.) That Mrs. Hawley continued to pay to the 
Overseers about thirteen pounds a year as the earnings 
of the poor in the workhouse. 

(ii.) That the *' Great Church," or the " Overseers 
of Christ Church," continued to pay for the board 
of certain poor people. 

(iii.) That in 1759 six rates were levied and pro- 
duced £181 138. 3d.' while in 1760 six rates yielded 
£183 Os. 9d. ; each rate being << at one shilling in the 
pound, full rents.*' 
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receipt of weekly relief, reduced in 1760 to sixteen, 
the amount paid to each varying from sixpence to 
three shillings a week. 

(y.) That the result of the resolution of January 
31, 1758, respecting the "lost wood money" is 
shown by two items occurring under date of August,, 
1760:

These items account for two out of three pieces of 
Wood land : it is just possible that the third piece 
is represented by the ** £2 10s. Od. " on which the 
Great Church was rated. Sir John Roberts was the 
first man who endeavoured to deprive the Parish of 
this land. — Did the Lord Archbishop of Canterbury 
and Edward Dearing, Esq., succeed in doing what 
Sir John failed to do P If they did it would be a 
graceful act on the part of the present Archbishop 
of Canterbury to use his influence with the 
Ecclesiastical Commissioners to induce them to 
return at least a portion of the income derived from 
this land on the condition that it should be applied 
towards augmenting the all too inadequate income 
of the Vicar of the Parish. 
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THE CIURCHWAEDENS' 

ACCOUNTS. 



The Accounts of the Churchwardens are too few 
in numher and too imperfect to demand very much 
attention. They extend from the year 1698 to 1738 
with many gaps even in this short period ; and 
thenj after an interval of forty-eight years, I find 
a solitary leaf of disbursements belongfing to 1786. 

As the rates levied for the relief of the poor were 
at one shilling in the pound full rents, so, generally, 
were those made '^or and towards the necessary 
repair of the Parish Church ; " but while poor rates 
were levied as often as money was required. Church 
rates were called for only once a year. This, I am 
constrained to say, was often enough, if not once 
too often, judging from the manner in which the 
money was expended. If other Churchwardens 
spent the money entrusted to them as did those of 
Holy Cross, the practical disappearance of Church- 
rates is neither to be wondered at nor regretted. 
And yet the Churchwardens were not so much to 
blame as were their betters. Visitations, in those 
happy days, were held twice a year. At first the 
expenses were small, and the only dinner provided 
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was. that for the Vicar ; but as time went on others 
joined in pai^aking of the good things provided, 
and from Visitation dinners, tbey went on to 
Visitation breakfasts ! Another outflow for the 
money raised for ^* the necessary repairs of the 
parish church '' was the paying of the ringers and 
the repairing of the bell ropes. The people were 
loyal ; the victories on the Continent were many ; 
and no opportunity was allowed to pass without the 
parish testifying its loyalty or its joy by ringing 
merry peals on the bells of Holy Gross. 

The first item of expenditure was, as usual, for 
drink. — Spent at ye Cock at passing of the accounts 
2s. 6d. The Vicar's two dinners and bills of 
Register, cost Ss. Od ; but in addition to this sum 
the Churchwardens spent at the two visitations 
16s. 2d. This year (1698) the bells were rung on 
**King Charles his birthday;'* they were rung 
when the King went to Holland, and when he came 
back again, and at various other times ; the cost to 
the parish being I8s. 6d., besides three new ropes 
which cost 10a. 2d. For a lock the Churchwardens 
paid a shilling; for bread and beer at the -per- 
ambulation, ten shillings ; for bread and wine at 
the Communion (administered four times in the 
year) £1 4s. 4d. ; for washing the linen and scouring 
the plate 3s. ; and for mending the surplice and 
pulpit cloth, sixpence.' '' Sothering " this year was 
in great request, as will be seen by these items : — 
Paid to Larrance Gray for sothering ye two 

tankers 00 01 00 

Paid to Henry Brown for Sothering 00 08 10 
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Paid to Henry Brown for Sother and work- 
manship 00 10 OG 

Brooms and bil cost six shillings, and steeling a 
maddock one shilling. Nathaniel Wait and John: 
Hills received Ss. 4d. each for **for ye Gk>al money," 
which money jtsls regularly paid. Whence it was 
derived will be found explained in Appendix I. 

In 1699 I find ** an account of Moneys Golleckted 
vpon the ffrench Prodistant Brief e." The names 
of the several contributors with the amount given 
by each will be found in Appendix II, so I only 
remark here that the sum collected was £5 lis. 2d. 
During this year the Wardens expended £8 ds. lOd. 
The two Visitations cost £1 148. 6d. ; bell ringing 
12s. Od. ; and bread and wine £1 12s. 4d. This last 
item requires a word of explanation. On Easter 
Sunday the bread and wine cost 6s. Id. which was 
correctly charged in the accounts for 1698. But it 
is clear there was not enough wine, for the first 
item in the new churchwarden's disbursements is 
this: 
Paid for one quart of Wine fetch one the 

Easter Sunday for ye Communion 3 

Remembering this, when Easter Sunday came 
round again, they were determined to have enough 
wine, and so they

That is twelve shillings for wine and twopence 
for bread.

Shamefully as these books have been treated, they 
have, in some instances, proved more durable than 
the stone memorials of the dead, as the following 
memoranda will show :

As the receipts for breaking up the ground in the 
church are all very much alike, I shall only note the 
names of such as were buried within the sacred 
edifice as they occur. 

In the year 1700 besides the usual expences at the 
Visitations, one shilling was ''paid for a Boock of 
prayers and prodemation for a fast ;'' <* Bromes 
and oile '* cost six shillings ; repairing the church 
£1 2s. 9d. ; and mending the church leads and put« 
ing in five panes of glass 5s. 5d. I note also that ' ' 8 : 
bushells of Lime" coat Ss. 4d, and that the Wardens 
paid 3s. 6d. for a lock. 

The only items in the disbursements for the year 
1701 which I need quote are :

In this year the King, William III, went to 
Flanders, Queen Anne was proclaimed, and after- 
wards crowned ; the first event cost the parish two 
shillings, the second one shilling, and the third five 
shillings, all for the ringers. The accounts for the 
years 1702-1704 inclusive are entirely lost, but an 
entry dated 27th December, 1703, informs us that 
on that day John Fettman, John Woollshafen>- 
G^org^ Taylor, and John Baker were chosen sur- 
vey'ors for the year ensuing, and that Bobert Streeting 
was Borsholder. 

In 1705 a good deal of work was done about the 
church and churchyard, as some of the following 
items prove:

The disbursements for 1706 and 1707 only yield a 
few items of interest as the amounts paid were 
generally entered under the form of Bills, without 
saying* what they were for ; but it is dear the church 
repairs were still going on :

The Burying Cloth was» it need hardly be said, the 
pall. In this year (1707) Mrs. Proud and John 
Watson, the latter from St. Margaret's, weie buried 
in our Church,, the fees being paid, as usual, to the 
Churchwardens. In this year also a shilling was 
paid for the ''frame of the Act of Parlament that 
hanges in ye Church,*' and a like sum was paid 
for ** a key for ye Chest ; *' while " a Lock for a pew 
& putin it on ** cost fourteenpence. 

The accounts for 1708 are somewhat more 
interesting, as they show that some wood work was 
brought from the Cathedral to Holy Cross Church. 
Whether our present font cover was brought at this 
time I do not know ; but one thing is clear, the 
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cover, which is hexagonal, was not originally made 
for our octagonal font. Some unknown church- 
warden, seeing the incongruity, seems to have 
«ndeayoured to *' hexagonise *' the font by chipping 
off some of its comers ; but he was not very success- 
ful. The quit rent mentioned in the first item given 
below is probably that referred to on page 103, vol. I.

Eleven years before this the Churchwardens paid 
a shilling for ** Bothering ye two tankers,'* and now 
in 1709 the Ulagons were changed; by which I

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existence, but have been out of use for some time. 
The weight of these flagons is 4^ lbs. each ; the 
capacity close upon two quarts. 

The accounts for the years 1710-15, inolusive, are 
missing. In 1716 the total diisbursememts amounted 
to £14 148 5d. Of this sum no less than £6 78. Od. 
went in visitation dinners and visitation fees ! Bell- 
ropes and bell -ringing cost £1 129. Od.; Bread and 
wine for the Holy Communion, £2 Us. 2d.; leaving 
£4 49. 3d. to pay all other expenses, which included 
148. lid. *'pd Davis for ye pew," and 2s. 6d. to 
John Eastman '* for ye Eunt Line." 

In 1716 thirty- six ** Semen castaway" were 
relieved at a cost of one shilling ; in 1718— the ac- 
oounts for 1717 are missing— Seventy-four poor 
sailors received relief from the Churchwardens at a 
eost to the parish of six shillings, or a trifle less 
than one penny each. The only other items of 
particular interest this year are :

In 1727, as we have seen, much was done, but in 
that year only a ninepenny rate was levied. In 1 723

It will be seen that this curious account of Church 

Restoration both inside and outsido of the sacred 
edifice extends over two years. The only item whicb 
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requires a word of explanation is the payment of 
8s. 6d. for a bell. The true meaning of this is that 
the above som was spent, in drink most likely, when 
a meeting was called to consult about the purchase 
of a new bell for the steeple, respecting which more 
will have to be said further on. Before the year 
1729 is dismissed, attention must be called to a 
scandal which agitated the parish in the matter of 
the grave of a certain Thomas Young, of St. 
Dunstan's, who was buried in Holy Gross Church- 
yard Deer. 21, 1729. The first intimation of the 
trouble is g^ven in the following. 

" Memorandum — 
Jan. 20 : 1730 Agreed at a vestry That Thos r 
Strouts ye Churchwarden imploy a person to have 
Mr : Youngs Brick grave & tombe reduo'd to A 
common grave again. 

** Witness our hands." 

Then follow the signatures of nine parishioners. 

In the following March another memorandum 
appears on the books " Agreed at a vestry March 
31 : 1731 That Thos : Strouts ye Church Warden 
imploy proper persons to prosecute ye people that 
got into ye Churchyard to put up Mr : Youngs 
tombe Stone. 

" Witness our hands." 

This again has nine signatures appended to it, 
but it did not bring peace ; for •* June 9 : 1731 Thos: 
Strout ye Churchwarden is desired by A vestry 
then holden to present & procecut Susanna young 
for scolding & Brawling & disturbing ye parishioners 
& A bussing Bichd : Goulding At a vestry ye 31 
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march 1731. Witness oar hands" &o. Yet again 
I read, "Februrary 16th. 1731 we whose hands are 
hereunto sabscriVd do unanimously agree to Mr. 
Tho Strouts Artitling against Susannah younj^.S 
In the following November Mr. Cuokow received 
half-a-crown "for a Coppy of Mrs. Youngs 
ansewer,*' and ** ye prootare " received a like sum. 
but how the dispute ended we do not know. Return- 
ing to the year 1729, and to a more pleasant matter 
that is, the new treble bell, I find the following 
entry : — 

March ye 9 : 1729 at a vestry Holden in ye 
Parish Church of Holy Gross Westgat in Canterbury 
By ye parishoners it was unanimusly agreed That 
ye Church wardens have a sess Granted at ye Rate 
of one Shilling In ye pound to buy a new bell That 
is to be a treble bell to make ye ring better & ye 
said bell Is not to Cost a hove twenty one pounds 
Allowed by us." Then follow thirteen signatures. 
Nothing more on the subject appears in the books 
until the following November, when these entries 
were made :

In 1731 " weging ye bell and Spiles for ye new 
bells'' cost 38. 7d. Seven new bell ropes and 
twelve Trashes were also paid for this year, the 
trusbes costing one shilling each. 

This new bell, which was intended ** to makQ the 
ring better," seems to have lasted but a very few 
years. Our books, being lost, can tell us nothing ; 
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but the treble bell which now hangs in our Ghoroh 
lower bears the following inscription : — 

John Fisher Ch. Warden, 1739 which clearly 
shows that the bell oast by Knight was removed 
before ten years had elapsed.* 

The disbursements during 1732 and 1733 possess 
no new features. In the latter year the book fell 
into incompetent hands, as the two items below 
clearly indicate : 

paid Mr Grippen for pefen 9 9 3 

paid for mending ye scruples 1 6 

where ** pefen" stands for paving, and **ye 
scruples,^' the surplice. In 1734 more work was 
done about the Church, but no hint remains to show 
what that work was. We only know that it 
included painting and mending the windows ; that 
'*cole arshes,'* lime, sand and tiles were bought; 
and that six bushels of hair cost six shillings. Three 
items only need be given in full : 

paide for asparde for ye Clarks use 4 9 

paide for wine and Bred for 5 Commuin .... 2 6 
paide for trnches 12 

The single leaf belonging to the year 1786 lies far 
beyond the limits I have assigned myself, but it 
contains two payments which I cannot leave without 
quoting : 
paid for ye half Part of an unbrella & Glass 

Lanthem to be kept at the Uestry 10 10| 

Paid for a Hair brush Mr. Tilbe 16 

Here I take my leave of Our Parish Books. The 

[* The Overseers' Account books state that John 
Fisher was Churchwarden in 1739.] 
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labour which I have bestowed upon them has been 
literally a labour of love, and is ended with feelings 
of regret. The old papers have been replaced in 
the Church to which thej belong, there to rest, 
perchance, until some antiquarian of the future 
comes to glean where I have endeavoured to reap. 
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Gaol Monet. — In 1638, John Smith, parson of 
Wickhambreaux,left an * *annuity or yearly rent of five 
pounds, issuing out of two pieces of marsh land, con- 
taining ten acres, called Shereives Marsh in the parish 
of Wickhambreaux," **that help and means might not 
be wanting to such persons who were prisoners," 
either in the gaol of the city and county of Canter- 
bury, or in the gaol of the county of Kent, kept in 
the parish of St. Dunstan. In St. Dunstan's gaol, 
and in the church of Holy Gross, Westgute, divine 
service was to be read, and sermons preached, four 
times a year, '* to bring the prisoners to repentance, 
and to induce them, after their trials, to lead a 
better life." The money was to be divided thus: 
Ten shillings to the preacher each time : sixpence to 
the gaoler each time ; and two shillings to be 
divided between the prisoners each time. The pro- 
perty was vested in trustees, or feoffees, all of whom, 
excepting Sir Henry Oxinden, of Wingham, were 
deceased in 1680. This Sir Henry, by an indenture, 
which was intended to be enrolled in chancery, as- 
signed it oyer to Sir James Oxinden of Dean, and 
eight others, in tiust only. — When the Westgate 
and St. Dunstan's Ganls were closed, what became 
of John Smith's bequest ? 

MaKbbinob's Gift.— Thomas Maneringe gave by 
will in 1592, six shillings and eight pence to be 
yearly distributed to twenty poor men in money, 
charged on a house and orchard in Broad-street. 
This charity is still in existence. 

Abraham Golfb's Gifts.— I, Six penny loaves to 
be distributed every Sunday to five godly men or 
women of this parish and one man or woman of the 
French congregation. Charged on the stock of the 
Leathersellers* Company, and still paid. 

II.— Six shillings and eight pence yearly, to be 
equally divided among the prisoners of Westgate, 
St. Dunstan's, and Maidstone Gaols in money. 
Charged on a house and orchard in jBroad street, and 
Tested in trust in the Vicar and Churchwardens of 
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Westgate. The only trace I have found of this 
Charity is the following :

pat at £0 68. 8d. per year."

This may refer to Manneriuge's Gift. Perhaps 
the owner of the house and orchard in Broad 
street followed the example of the worshipful 
Company of Leathersellers*.— /S^d Hasted. 

The Governors of the King's School, Canterbury, 
might study, perhaps profitably, Abraham Colfe's 
wiU and the Reports of the Charity Commissioners, 
which show how his intentions were not carried 
out in the matter of scholarships. The scramble for 
the property of the London Companies is not far 
distant.

^HE parishes of Holy Gross and St. Peter, 
Ganterburj, were united for ecclesiastioal 
purposes about the year 1680. This intimate 
union of the two parishes and the fact that 
they lie side by side are a sufficient reason for my 
including a notice of the records of St. Peter's 
parish in a work which professes to treat only of 
the affairs of Holy Gross ; and I think it will be 
seen, from the way in which the entries supplement 
one another, that the records of the latter parish 
would hardly be complete without some reference 
to those of the former. 

H Holy Gross has been unfortunate in the partial 
destruction of its parish books, St. Peter's has been 
infinitely more unfortunate. Of its Overseers' Ac- 
counts I cannot find a single leaf ; of the Ghurch- 
wardeas' Accounts there are three Tolumes in

-ezistenoey extending from the year 1725 to the year 
1811. These should be carefully preserved, as they 
are sure to oontaiu many items which will prove 
valuable at some future date in elucidating the 
liistory of the parish and its inhabitants. Besides 
these three volumes there are sundry receipts, leases, 
indentures, certificates and such like ; many are 
amusing, some may be of value ; but I do not intend 
to enter again upon how much was consumed at 
Visitations, though the items do include rum punch, 
brandy punch, tobaoco, *< cabbage and carroots, 
oolleflowers and Sallett,*' and other ''Eattlobles 
Dressing and sass.'^ Buried under these odds and 
ends I found two ** Registers of Briefs," the 
•earlier volume dating from 1707. These briefs, or 
appeals to charitably disposed churchmen, came 
from all parts of the United Kingdom and some 
from the Continent. There is one for * * Aberbrothock 
Harbour In Com forfar," another for the Protestants 
at Copenhagen ; and a third is called the ** Cow 
Keepers Breife, " which was published July 24, 171 5. 
The ** Protestant Church att Oberbarmen in ye 
Dutchy of Berg " received 2s. 7d. in 1708, and in 
the next year <* A Breef for ye Beliefe of Subsistance 
and Settlement of ye Poor Distressed Palatine '* 
produced £1 13s. 5d. Two years later *<St Maries 
Church in Colchester damagd in ye Late Civil War," 
was assisted to the extent of three shillings ; and in 
1710 the '* Protestant Church att Miltau in Com- 
land," received 2s. 3d from St. Peters parish. 
Altogether over one hundred ohurchei were 
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Insisted by contributions from this parish 
between 1707 and 1735. Several of these had 
been damaged by fire ; some, no doubt, had fallen 
into decay, and one at least had not been restored 
since it was damaged in ** ye late Civil War." The 
losses by fire were enormous. Thus Lisborn in 
Ireland lost by fire in 1708. £31770 ; in the same 
year a fire in the Strand caused damage to the extent 
of £17880 ; and another fire ** attye head of Cannon 
^Gatte att Edenburgh " to the extent £7962. It is 
not improbable that this small book of briefs contains 
the sole memorial of many a calamity which brought 
sorrow and ruin upon individuals or, in some cases, 
upon whole communities. 

Some insignificant looking bits of paper, like 
leaves torn from a memorandum boofc, with a 
string round them, turn out to be " Saint Peters 
Poppoiation Paper, 1801. " It contains the names 
of all the householders in the parish in that year ; 
but as it lies beyond my limits I content myself by 
giving the summary of this first census ever taken

It is creditable to Dr. Wolshaif en's skill that only^ 
one of the patients here mentioned (Thomas Cole) 
died while under the doctor's care. 
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The Kboistbbs of St. Peter's date froiA 
September 29, 1560. The handwriting of oar old 
friend John Svretinge, is seen in the marriage 
register from 1560 to Jane 5, 1599 ; in the Baptismal 
Register it is oontinued until Jane 15, 1605 ; and in 
the Register of Burials till August 29, 1603. These 
are the dates at the foot of the leaves he last filled 
ap. I imagine he kept all the Registers until 1605,. 
when aocording to Hasted, Nicholas Pat jfere, the 
Rector, resigned and was succeeded by Rufus 
Rogers. John Sweeting was curate of S. Peter's 
during the incumbency of Nicholas Patyfere, and 
he always signed the Registers as such. About his- 
rignature in 1603 and 1605, the last times he signed 
the St. Peter's Books, one word must be said. In. 
both instances the new Rector, Rufus Rogers, 
signed his name in full ; but the Curate knew that 
the entries above the name referred to a time- 
previous to the appointment of Mr. Rogers ; so he 
drew his pen through <* Rufus Rogers, Rector," 
and wrote above ** John Sweeting, C orate," a bit 
of honest courage on the part of the curate which 
has saved me the trouble of trying to reconcile 
Hasted's date of Patyfere's resignation with the 
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Registers, and which justifies the historian in 
spelling the name ** Sweeting/' for in no other case* 
as far as I can see, did this good. Yioar of Holy 
-Cross, and Curate of St. Peter's so write his own 
name. There was another family bearing the name 
^f Swetinge, living in Canterbury at the time John 
Swetinge was Curate here. Here are two entries 
relating to them, the first made by the Curate 
himself, the second by Kuf us Bogers, Beotor. 
1599, Leonard Swetin^ye Sonne of Dauid, bur. ye 1§. 

of November. 
Martha Sweeting a childe so tearmed was buryed heere 

from the parish of St. Marie Bredman, Feb. 23, 

1611. 
According to Hasted, Robert Thomson was 
inducted to the Rectory in 1646, but the name docg 
not occur in the Registers. In 1562 a certain John 
Awen is mentioned thus : 
The 16 of August was buryed Steven the sonne of John 

Awen Clarke, 
but whether he was Rector of St. Peter's or not I 
-cannot say. I do not find the name again. Of 
Nicholas Pettefer, or ••Patyfere" according to 
Hasted, who was incumbent for twenty -three years, 
we know nothing. He resigned in 1605, and the 
-cause of his resignation may probably be found in 
the following entry : 
1605. Elizabeth Pettefer, the wife of Nicholas Pettefar 

Clarke, buryed ix of Aprill. 
Rufus Rogers was Rector from 16C5 to February 
1651-2. The last entry made by him records the 
baptism of John Griffin on Christmas Day, 1651* 
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He kept the Registers well with, as far as I oan trace 
only one exception. On April H, 1645, he married 
Nicholas Swioford, of the parinh of St. John 
Baptist, Thanet, and Katherin Man of Deale, and 
then, although he had not reached the foot of the 
page, he signed his name. Between this date and 
Deoemher 11, 1651, there is not a single marriag« 
entered. The marriage celebrated in December 11, 
was that of Abell Terre and Jane Goxe, both of 
Minster in Thanet, and this is entered in the marffin, 
opposite to the marriages of 1645. The next 
marriage which is entered under the Rector's 
signature, is that of Moses Harsted and Marj 
Ooslinge, who were married June 21, 1657. So 
that between April 14, 1645, and June 21, 1657, 
only one marriage appears to have been celebrated 
in the church. The Act passed by Cromwell's 
*' Little Parliament" on August 24, 1653, will 
account for the absence of Marriages after that 
date, but not for those preceding it. To this Act I 
shall have to refer later on. The burial of the Rector 
is thus recorded : 

Rufus Rogers Rector was buried February ye i2, 
i65i. 
There is another peculiarity in the marriages 
oelebrated by Mr. Rogers to which I must refer. 
From 1631 to 1640 inolusiye the total number was 
62, the lowest numbers being in 1635 and 1636 in 
oach of which years there was only one. The 
highest number odours in 1638, when there were 
nine. But in 1641 the number went up to 16 ; in 
1642 it advanced to 30 ; in 1643 the total was again 
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30. How is this eztraordinaiy increase to be ac- 
' counted for P Of the one hundred and ten couples 
who were joined in wedlock in St. Peter's Church 
during these four years, no less than one hundred 
couples came from places outside of Canterbury, 
leaving only ten couples to be made up of swains who 
sought their wives here and of those who resided 
in the parish or in the City ! Here is the list of the 
places whence the 100 came :

of Sandwitch and Marie Finch of ye Parish of St. 

Clement in ye same Town were marryed April 9. 1645. 
which leads me to add that the four marriages 
entered in 1645 were all contracted in eight days ; 
and that not one of the parties belonged to Canter- 
bury. I cannot help suggesting that St. Peter's had 
become a sort of southern Gretna Green, and that a 
sudden stop was put to Mr. Ruf us Rogers's lucrative 
business as '* Marrier General; " and that hence it 
was that no marriages were celebrated in bis Church 
between April 14, 1645, and December 11, 1651, 
just before his final illness incapacitated him from 
performing his duties. 

Who succeeded Ruf us Rogers in this cure of Boula 
I do not know. The name of the next Rector 
given by Hasted, is that of " Duell Read, 1672,'^ 
but of his name or work I can find no trace. 
Aiter him Richard Bumey is said to have been 
Rector from 1673 to 1679 ; but he too disappeared 
without leaving his name in the Registers. The 
surname occurs once, but it i8,no doubt, that of another 
family. 

Elizabeth daughter of John Bumey was Buried 
ye 27th July 1679.

TbisRiohard Barney appears to have been the 
last Inoombent who held the Beotory of St Peter's 
apart from the vicarafce of Holy Cross. Under his 
sucoe88«r, Charles Kilbnme, the two parishes were 
united, and of Sjlbame and his suooessors I have 
spoken already, so that I have no more need to refer 
to them. 

Before I enter upon the peoaliarities and points 
of interest contained in these Registers, I must say 
a few words as to the manner in which they were 
kept from the time when Ruf us Rogers died until 
the Commonwealth came to an end. And first as to 
Baptisms : During the five years preceding the 
death of Mr. Rogers, the average number of ohildreu 
baptised was ten annually. During the six yearn 
which immediately f oUowed his death (1652- 1657),the 
iotal nnmher of baptisms was twenty, giving an 
annual average of 3}- , and eight out of the twenty 
are found in another volume, mixed up with births 
and burials, extending from 1653 to 1657 ; while the 
twelve names in the first volume extend from 1652 
to 1657. The confusion in tbe entries from the 
death of Mr. Rogers to April 11, 1664, when Henry 
Orove and Henry Carpenter were chosen Church- 
wardens, is amazing. Of all the inoapables who 
have undertaken to keep Parish Registers the 
Puritans must, I think, be allowed to have '* won 
the silver bell." 

Taming again to the Marriage Register, the 
first thing I find after the death of Ruf as Rogers 
is a reference to the Act passed by the *' Little 
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Farliament" : — Wee whose names are heere vnder 
■ubsoribed Justices of the Publike peace in the City 
of Canterbury due heereby Ratifieand Coniirme 
the Choisoe of the Inhabitants of the parish of St. 
Fetter in the said City of John Berry victuler ta 
bee Begister of the Said parish for Publications of 
Marriages and for Begistring of Births and Burialls 
according to an Act of Parliament in that case 
made and provided and doe a Prove of the said 
John Berry to bee Begister of the aforesaid parish. 
Given under our hands this Twentieth day of 
October in the yeare of our Lord Christ one Thousand 
six hundred fifty three.

Of these civil Marriages I g^ve ooe example : — 

October the 9th day 1653 
Published a contract betweene William Bussell of 
the parish of St. Georges batchelor and Susan North 
widdow of the parish of St. Peter in Holy crose 
Church, one the Lords Day asoordin to the Act bearing 
the date the 24th of August 1653. 
October the 16th 1653 
Published the like the seoound time being the lords 
day 

October the 23 1653 
Published the like the third time being the Lords day 

October the 24th 1653 
Wm. Bussell & Susan North were Married by John 
Ladd Alderman & Justice of Peace of the City of 
Canterbury in the presence of John Wigmore & Thor 
Badcoke. 
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Bat here is a publication of *'a oontraot of 
Matrimony " which cannot be omitted : 
July the 26 1666 

Published a (Contract of Matrimony betweene 
Edward Snelling of the parish of Swackley in the 
County of Kent and Joane Garee of the said parish 
widd in the Common Markett place Called the Bulstake 
being Satterday According to the Act of Parliament 
beareing date the 24 of August 1653. 

This contract was published the second time on 
Saturday, August 2, and the third time on Wednes- 
day, Aug^ist 6th. The parties were ** married by 
Hen: Knight Justice of peace in the presence of 
Robert Marsh and John Berry." I have 
consulted this Act of Parliament and find that 
it allowed the contract of matrimony to be published 
in the public meeting place commonly called the 
Church or Chapel, or, ** if the parties to be married 
shall desire it," in the Marketplace on three market 
days in three several weeks between the hours of 
•eleven and two. Other than Civil marriages were 
not to be accounted marriages according to the Laws 
ef England. 

Very few marriages of persons belonging to St. 
Peter's parish were entered in the Register during: 
the Commonwealth. Of burials, from thatof Rufus 
Rogers in February, 1651-2, to that of Mark 
Clarece in June, 1660, only twenty-two were 
entered, 

In addition to the professions or occupations of 
many of those whose names are enshrined in these 
Registers, there is the usual amount of gossip, 
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Taryiog according to the idiosvocrasy of the 
Registrar, or the necessities of the case. I will take 
those which occur in the Register of Marriages first . 
Licences were not oncommon, but different persons 
seem to have had the power to grant them, and 
these not always of the same diocese. Thus : 

1571 William Terrye was maryed to Alee Crofite by a 
License. 

1572 Thomas Keys to Joane Clarke by a lycense from 
the Ordinarye. 

1575 Mr. Seymarke to Normantou's widdowe from 
Dover by a lycense from Mr. Godwyne Deane. 

1597 Abell Wilson and Anne Bachelor of St. Nicholas 
in Thannett by a lawfull lycense. 

1604 William Shapton of St. Margretts and Elizabeth 
Danyes of St. Peters by lycence from mr. comissary 
in ye parish church of Thanyogton. 

1638 Memorand that John Colbrand of the parish of 
St. Alphage and Bennet Hales of this parish were on 
the thirteenth day of Februarie 1638 marryed in the 
Cathedrall Church of* Rochester by vertue of a 
licence granted out of the ecclesiastical Court 
there. 

The parish of St. Alphage is often mentioned, but 
I need only give two other instances : 

1574 Adam Newton was maryed to Anne Hopper of St. 
Alphes. 

1581 The First Sondayof lentthe 12 of Febmazye were 
maryed John Holte of St. Elphage to Anne Richardei 
of this parishe. 
In the June following a more remarkable marriage 
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was celebrated, the partionlara of which I give in 

fuU: 
The 11 of Jane was maryed Agnes Lockwood 
to Anthony Layton servant to Mr. Nether- 
sole and were maryed in westgate Church 
for y t the said Anthony was prysoner and so cam 
out downe from the gate to be mazyed there. 
Here are the "marriage lines" of two "sfcrangfers'' 

by which I understand Refugees : 

1589AmoIde Duforett and Mawdlyne Dunobin strangers 
were maryed. 
Sometimes one of the parties seems to have had no 

surname. Here is an example : 

1581 Were maryed Thomas Jobsone of St. Martynes 
Hill to Alee mr Pheneux mayde. 
As instances of " Gentlemen " from a distance 

being married here I quote two entries : 

1570 The 17 of September was maryed Edwarde 
Neldon of the parishe of Braye in the Gountie of 
Baiksheire gent to Katheiyn Bingham of St. 
Peter. 

1625 Thomas Harvey of St. Clement Danes in the 
County of Middlesex gent and Alice Dabbs of Bough- 
ton Monchelsey in this Diocesse were maryed. 
The French Church and the French are frequently 

referred to thus : 

1618 Jacob Pouter of the parish of our Lady of 
Northgate, (one of the French Congregation), and 
Katharin Stone of this parish were marryed. 

And in the same year "James LayneU son of John 

Laynell was baptized in ye French Churchy" the 

baptism being registered in St. Peter's books 
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1654 the contract between John Foqnet and Margerett 
A La Vaine was published in the French Congrega- 
tion in the Pallaoe church ; 

and in the same year '*a contract was published 
three severall Lords Dayes betweene Isaacke Patow 
and Susan Le Seat at ye Pallace Church in the 
French Congregation, and their Nuptials celebrated 
this day as a certificate ynder the French Ministera 
hand now plainely appeareth." In 1660 and 1661 
the French Minister married three other couples » 
One other quotation I give from the Marriage 
Beg^ter for the sake of the name .: 

1655 Published a contract of Matrimony Betweene 
Peter Martyr of the parish of St. Maries in the Towne 
of Sandwich, Schoole Master and Mrs. Franoea 
Miller of the parish of St. Petter. 

Passing on to the Baptismal Begister, the first 

entry I copy is this : 

1564 the 28 of maye was zpned Margery Edwardes 

daughter of John Edwardes Hoppers man and mayde 

bothe. 

The next entry to the above refers to Westgate : 
*' The same day was xpned Josue Richman sonne 
of John Richman a prisoner in Westgate." In 1571 
was xpned ^'Emond Smythe sonne of John Smythe,' * 
in the margin being added *'out of an emptye 
house." In 1570 '* Francys Thacker was xpned by 
ye mydwife at home," and in 1572 another child, 
whose surname is not given, was christened *''at 
home by the mydwife.** Under the year 1574 the 
following singular entry occurs : <*The 12 of 
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October was xpned Samuell the sonne of Leonardo 

DoggrelU sjster." Here is another : 

1581 the 11 of February was xpned Edwarde the 

Sonne of Clement Bright which was don in westgate 

Church bycause ye Keys of St. Peters cold not be 

founde. 
The French Congregation frequently registered 
their children here : 
1588 ** the 30 of June 1588 was baptized in the fronch 

congregatioD, John the sonne of John LaynelL" 

Others of this name were baptized in 1615, 1616, 

1619, 1620. 
1606 Jarvass Despaigne bom in this parish and baptized 

in the French Church, Andrews son. 

David Le crosse bom the 9th day of June and 
baptized in the French Church. 
1608 Octob the 16th was baptized in the French Church 

out of tkie parish, John Batteur, the son of John. 

March the 2, 1608 was there also baptized Noe de 

spaigne the son of Andrew. 
To these I may add 
1590 the 14th of June was xpned Jane (sic ? JeaiC) ye 

Sonne ef Charles Demiroy a stranger. 

The 21 of June was xpned Josias the sonne of 

Nicholas Pote stranger. 

The 23 of August was xpned Sara ye daughter of 

Pasquede Pawli. 
1614 James Du Boys alias Wood the sonne of James 

du Boys. 
Another alias occurs in 1644. Although the entry 
records a marriage it is entered among the baptisms, 
but it was afterwards entered in the margin of the 
Marriage Register :— *< John Adams and Pamel 
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alias Petronell Gartriok both of Staple were 

marryed Deoemb. 27." 

In 1636 we have a reference to the Grey Friars 

which is worth quoting: — **John Sonne of John 

Eyerard gent and Anne his wife of the Grey Fryars 

baptized Octob. 13 1636 that day they being by the 

Consistorie assigned to this parish.*' 

The Spylmans and the Bungeys are mentioned here 

as well in the Holy Gross Books. To complete the 

entries already given on pp. 8. 11. Vol. 1. I copy 

the following : 

1673 Danyell the sonne of Thomas Spylman was 

xpned. 
1574 Symonde sonne of Thomas Spilman was buryed. 
1577 Anne the daughter of Thomas Spylman was 

xpned. 

1614 Bobert Bungey sonne of John Buugey Clerck 
baptized. 

1615 Margaret Bungey daughter of John Bungey 
Cleric baptized. 

Bufus Bogers was, on the whole, a careful 

Kegistrar, but he seems to have fallen into one 

mistake, as the following will show : 

*' 1645 Marie daughter of Henry Carpenter and Susan 
his wife baptized, April 25. 1625." 
My extracts from the Burial Register are of a 
sadder kind. Here are two which ecour together.' 
1572 The 23 of February was buryed Alee a young 
childe from the hospital pater incog. 

The 3 of march was buryed Margrett ye yong in- 
fant which was begotten of that evill person Agnes 
L 

1563 Was buryed James Thomas who was by the 
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lawe condemned to dy and was hanged the same 
day. 

1577 was buryed Elizabeth Brett, widdowe, which was 
by the lawe condemned to dye. 

1578 was buryed Boberte Flacton the blinde man. 

1579 On Symond and Jndes daye was bnryed from St. 
Pawles Chnrohe the wife of one Roberte Harry- 
son. 

1582 was buryed William the sonne of Peter Leyett 

which childe was drowned on the backside of his 

house. 
1614 Anne Hunt the daughter of John Hunt buryed, 

she was drowned. 
There are numerous references to the Walloons 
burried in St. Peter's Churchyard, some of which I 
quote : 
1675 The 2 of August was buryed Agnes the wife of 

Elyas a frenchman out of Father Bellingers howse. 
The 5 of August was buryed Eue the daughter of Ellas 

above written. 

1580 Was buryed a wallonars wife called Jane 
Urbatt. 

1581 Was buryed Ezechell a walloners child from Mr. 
Stransomes howse. 

1582 Elizabeth a Wallonnes childe of John Brights 
tenemente. 

Out of Mr. Bawdens howse a wollone called John. 

1585 The 7 of August was buryed a wallan. 

1589 Was buryed Danyell ye sonne of Daniell Verone 

wallonn^. 
The year 1582 seems .to have been a fatal year for 
the French Colony. I have already, quoted two of 
these nameless ones': here are others : 
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1582 The 5 of AuguBt was buryed an other maide 

from Mr. Bawdeus tenement called Martha. 
The 7 of August was bnryed from Mr. Bawdens 

tenement an old woman called Margery. 
The 8 of August were buryed from the same howse 
two young Damsells the one namyd Christian and 
the other Jone. 
The 11 of August were buryed an other mayde from 
Mr. Bawdens howse called Katheryne And one 
Margarett the daughter of John Landers- 
do wne. 
The plague, or sickness, I have only noticed as being 
mentioned three times. 

1604 John (blank) the sonne of (bUnk) buryed from 
Abraham Davyes howse of the plague the xxviij day 
of Marche. Margery Woodrofewiddowe buryed out 
of Abraham Pavies howse of the sicknes the xiijth 
of Aprill. 
Abraham Davyes buryed of the sicknes the vj day of 

May. 
Another fatal year was 1609. when among others, 
four Osboms were buried between the 6th and the 
23rd of June, and three Hovendens between July 
9th and July 23rd. The next very fatal years were 
1665 and 1666. In 1665 John King, his wife and 
five of their children were buried between November 
13 and December 22. In the next year Godfrey 
Hadlo, his wife and six children were buried. In 
the same year six of the family of Vocate, five of 
the family of Beda, five of the family of Sack, and 
four of the family of Lushare were carried to the 
grave. 
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With a few more entries I dose this somewhat 
moamf ol chapter of Parish History. 
1582 Was bmyed Thomas Hunte Minister at Bnraasse 

beyonde Hyde. 
1586 A sooldier was buryed voknowne. 
1588 Was bnryed Susan Parker of the parishe of St. 

Marye Dungell. 
1599 Leonard Swetinge ye Sonne of Dauid was 

buried. 
1610 Was buiyed (from out of this parish) in the 

parish of Holy Crosse, John Sweeting, vicar of the 

sayed parish. 
1622 Harry Askew, a wandering boy from Town- 

Malling (as himself sayd) bnryed Januarie 6. 
1624 Edward Share, a souldier prest from Kingston 

vpon Avon in Worcestershire bom at Stratford vpon 

Avon in Warwickshire. 
1638 John Diggins, a tayler, a Comishman buryed. 

Richard Durvill, a butcher, an Oxfordshire man 

buryed. 
1648 Judith wife of John Lade Alderman as also the 

same day and in the same grave with her was buryed 

her sister Elizabeth, late wife of Thomas Holloway ^ 

(deceased) the same lately of Limminge. 
1692 April 5, Mr. Richard Bumey, Minister, Buried. 
1718 Mrs. Mary Eilbume, ye Wife of ye Bevd. Mr. 

Charles Kilbume, was Buried within ye Bail of ye 

Alter. 

Edward sone of Mr. Simon Hughes, Rector of 

Smarden was buried within the Rail of the Alter. 
1736 The Revd. Mr. Charles Kilbume Rector buried 

Jan: 19. 
1746 Thos : Lofty of London buried in the Church 

Aug: 23d. 
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1760 William Gunsley Frend Ayeret son of the Bevd. 

Mr. Bobert Gunsley Ayerst, July 1st. 
1755 Frances wife of the Bevd. Mr. Bobert Gunsley 

Ayerst, May 17. 

1756 Bobert Gunsley Ayerst August 20. 

To which should have been added, Rector of St. 
Peter's and Vicar of Holy Cross, Canterbury. 

I have had some thought of giving a list of the 
proper names found in this Burial Register, but I 
have abandoned the idea, because all three Begisters 
are so remarkably full of the namies of persons of 
French origin that they ought to be published in 
their entirety. I will only add a few Christian 
names which seem to be worth making a note of : 
1592 Thomas ye sonne of Mr. Cavelerow Mackett. 
1674 to 1688. Eafery Arnold, Eaffery Scare, Afery 

Bead, and Affera Bead. 

The same name is found in the Registers of Wye 
(Aphra Behn) and Bishopsboume.

Was this child a boy or a girl P 
1743 Charles Books and Walbray Casey wore 

married. 

The Registers of St. Peter's, like those of Holy 
Cross, yield many particulars relating to the in* 
habitants of the parish. Below will be found a list 
of the professions or occupations mentioned in the 
Parish Books, on which I may remark that I have 
taken no notice of soldiers, sailors, or labourers ; and 
that when a name occurs without a date attached it 
may be considered as occurring in the Registers after 
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the year 1690. Two of the trades mentioned require a 
word of explanation : A TThitetter was one who 
who whitened or hleached linen ; a Say^ was, I 
sospeot, a maker of say^ defined by HalUwell as '* A 
delicate serge, or woollen cloth/'
